ALL BUSY COVERING MARGINS. 


Chicago Shippers Had No Time to Forward 
Grain to Eastern Markets. 

Not a bushel of grain was sold by Chicago 
shippers to be sent forward to Eastern 
markets yesterday. So, at least, the shippers 
said at the close of the day. The actual grain 
was furgotten in the wild rush of business on 
Change. Shippers had their hands full get- 
ting money for margins to protect trades 
made for the purpose of hedging on the actual 
grain they had in their possession. There 
were some old lots gathered in the elevators, 
which had been sold several days before, and 
this gave some grain to boats, but not a 
quarter of the vessels waiting for loads 
were thus accommodated. It was the 
impression among shippers that the 
flurry had spent itself, and that 
the forward movement of grain might begin 
again today, if Eastern and Chicago markets 


became adjusted. It is quite possible that the 


movement of wheat, when it begins again, 
will be remarkably heavy for some days. 

When business opened vesselmen asked 254 
cents on wheat to Buffalo, but they were soon 
glad enough to take 2}¢ cents on what little 
grain was offered. One charter was made to 
Georgian Bay for corn at 2 cents. The Grand 
Trunk will begin taking grain again today 
for its Georgian Bay elevators. 

Charters were—To Buffalo: C. H. Bracley, 
Brightie, Mary Woolson, wheat at 24¢ cents; 
Tuscarora, wheat and rye; B. F. Bruce, 
wheat; Waverly, corn and oats; Clarion, , 
000 bushels of wheat for Boston export. To- 
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fascinating to induce them to talk, and this 
is what they said: 

Mr. Kennett (Jones. Kennett & Hopkins)—The 
market is a wild scare. I have felt that it was a 
sale; I thought it was so Saturday, and I still 
think itis. The shorts are about driven out and 
demoralized-—-completely so. There seems to be 
no doubt that the West and South lost money in 
shorts and Eastern men and farmers have made it. 
I think the shorts are covered, and the tendency 
is to go downward. A good many local bears lost 
money, and I know very few local bulls who 
made any considerable amount. Wheat seems to 
have advanced far beyond the expectations of the 
bulls—28 cents in two weeks. The men who have 
pocketed the mcney are the farmers who raised 
the wheat and the Eastern people. It has been 
one of the wildest markets ever seen here, and 
the way in which the Board of Trade firms stood 
up under it is greatly to their credit. It shows 
their business is built on a very stable and con- 
servative .wandation. We dont know of a house 
in default on margins. It is a wild, runaway 
market, based on foreign demand and the mar- 
ket over there. 

A Great Evening Up. 

Mr. Dupee (Schwartz- Dupee- McCormick) — 
‘There has been a great evel ing up today. The 
liquidation has been something awful. Foreign- 
ers have sold steadily all day long. 
in New York, mostly for continen account 
though. It is useless to predict what the market 
will be with the feeling so unsettled as at pres- 
ent. Should it break back to the extent of a dol- 
lar or less foreigners would come into the market 
again as buyers. Advices from the Northwest 
state the receipts of spring wheat will soon equal 
the carrying capacity of the railroads, There 
have been heavy losses by the country trade in 
the West because it has been bearish. The trade 
here was strong enough to take care of the mar- 
ket and failures were averted. 

Norton & Worthington—The foreigners are 
making the market now. Tomorrow’s prices de- 
pend on what they propose to pay. 

Mr. Baldwin (Baldwin & Farnum)—There has 
been a tremendous liquidation for the last two 
days. I think foreigners have sold wheat right 
and left today. They have sold wheat that they 
had on the books for months. That wheat at one 
time had a big loss on it, but they have sold it 
out at a profit. The foreigners have got the best 
of the knowing ones this time. They always do 
onacash situation and we can beat them on a 
speculative situation. But 1 think the foreigners 
have had their day. They have squeezed the 
market for all it is worth and cleared a good 
thing out of it. The market looks pretty even 
now and I don’t think the foreigners will cut such 
a figure in the market after this. I wouldn’t buy 
wheat now. I was in the White Mountains Sat- 
urday when I heard about the fun on the floor 
and took the first train for home. I met scores of 
Chicago Board of Trade men hurrying home for 
the same reason. 

One of the Wildest Days in Tears 

Frank G. Logan—It has been an extra exciting 
day, the culmination of a buying movement on 
the part of foreigners which had its inception 
months ago. Instead of pursuing American tactics 
taking profits at afew cents advance—they 
adopted the European policy of holding their 
wheat as an investment. They held steadily until 
today, when they liquidated very largely. On the 
wild swell foreigners and New York were heavy 
sellers. No doubt many of these sellers intend to 
replace their wheat for foreign shipment at lower 
prices. While the losses entailed on local opera- 
tors may have a tendency to check speculative 
business, the foreign demand on the one side and 
the large crops on the other will very soon stimu- 
late activity in the market. I believe, though, 
that as the shorts have largely liquidated and 
as we are on the eve of a presumably liberal 
winter as well as spring crop movement, prices 
for the present have seen the top notch and bulges 
from the closing price of today will prove re- 
munerative. Today's market, outside of the fa- 
mous corners and war times, was the wildest we 
have had in twenty yoars. 

S. V. White & Co. We cannot see anything to 
grasp in making up a forecast of the market. 
There is not the faintest sign to indicate which 
way itis going. It is a very peculiar market. In 
most bulges we can find something tangible to 
base an opinion on, but this market is to wild and 
deep. 

There was no talk after trading hours yes- 
terday about the inability of any member of 
the board to go through the Clearing-House 
today. All seems serene in that respect.

WHERE THE PROFITS HAVE GONE. 


Western Operators Apparently the Under 
Dogs in the Fight. 

It is easier to ask than to correctly answer 
the question as to who has made the money in 
this big advance of the last ten days, but the 
opinion generally held is that the profits on 
the abnormal advances have for the most part 
gone to the East and to the foreigners, with

With the brilliant outlook for the growing 
and maturing crops for weeks and weeks past 
traders in the West have been possessed with 
a bearish inclinatior. Believing that with the 
prospect of one of the biggest yields on reo- 
ord, and that perhaps the reports of serious 
damage to European crops had been greatly 
exaggerated, they concluded that nothing 
could prevent prices reaching a figure away 
below 90 cents. Showing their faith by their 
works they sold large lines in the nineties, be- 
lieving that subsequently they would be en- 
abled to buy it in at figures much below those 
and thus secure a large profit. ;

WHAT CHICAGO BUSINES ‘MEN. SAY, 
A 
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They express the belief that money will be 
easier and that good times generally are to 
follow the ad vent of largecrops.and fair prices. 
The crop is large, the demand good, hence the 
movement of money becomes free. 

The following interviews with leading bank- 
ers and merchants were had yesterday : 

Henry F. Eames, President of the Commercial 
National Bank—Everythirg certainly looks 
roseate for the farmers at present. I don’t see 
why the farmer can’t gét out of his sea of troubles 
if he doesn’t get intoxicated with success. 1 un- 
derstand that the present upward bound in wheat 
is a trifle artificial, but there isa vast amount of 
substance back of it. The foreign demand for 
our breadstuffs was never so great as at present, 
and the outcome will be salutary in all branches 
of industry. I anticipate a large influx of gold 
into the country next fall, Asfor the Farmers’ 
Alliance, I think it a big humbug. The idea of 
their taking credit for nature’s gifts! Politics 
has no bearing on the farmer's situation so far 
as I can see. All this hopefal feeling comes from 
the fact of large crops. The railroads will receive 
a good share of the benefits, and from them mul- 
titudes will be helped. 

Expects Larger Crops. 

Lyman J. Gage, President of the First National 
Bank—There is no doubt but that the farmers will 
realize much larger crops than usual this year. 
The heavy yield will be more universally distrib- 
uted than it has been for many years. The effect 
cannot be otherwise than to put the farmer in a 
financial condition which will stand in perfect 
contrast to that of the past. That is to say, he 
will control exchangeable values for the needs of 
his farm and family. He can liquidate, if not 
wipe out, the burden of debt which has so severe- 
ly oppressed him. The effect on general business 
must be good, Everybody ought to rejoice with 
the farmer at this bit of cheerful sunshine 
that has fallen to his lot. I should say that not 
much money has gone West to move the wheat 
crop yet. It is not marked, at least. The local 
banks throughout the West have enough cash on 


‘hand to take the initiative. When the big crop 


begins to move in the Northwest then look out for 
alarge movement of currency. Money will be 
plentiful. So far as politics enter into the ques- 
tion I should say the tariff had impaired the pur- 
chasing power of the tarmer’s stock in trade. The 
Farmers’ Alliance has about as much to do with 
it as the moon has. 

Frank C. Osborne, Cashier of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company—I have not noticed 
anything more than the ordinary movement of 
money westward, There is no doubt in my mind 
but that the unprecedentedly bright outlook for 
the farmers means prosperity for every branch of 
trade. All Europe stands in need of our grain. 
We have an abundance, It is as easy as putting 
two and two together to make four to figure out 
the result. 

Byron L. Smith, President of the Northern 
Trust company—So far as I know there is no 
special forwarding of money West to assist in 
handling crops. So far as the general situation 
goes I am too modest to have any opinions. 

William Cox, cashier of the Chicago National 
Bank—This boom for the farmers will make Chi- 
cago rich, and general good feeling must be the 
result. It is simply a case of demand acrogg: the 
ocean which our farmers have the stuff to @l.- 
For some time past I have heard unusual com- 
plaints of collections among farmers. Now they 
can pay their debts. I should say that the move- 
ment of money West would not be perceptible for 
some weeks. The smaller banks West have more 
money on haud than they used to. I think an era 
of good feeling is on hand. When the farmer 
prospers everybody prospers. 

J. J. P. Odell, President of the Union National 
Bank—I think the estimate of the crop prospects 
given in today’s paper are a trifle extravagant. 
In general it may be true. With such prospects 
I think the farmers are better off than any other 
class of people. Their good fortune will be re- 
flected to every branch of trade. Primarily the 
merchants will be benetited, but it will permeate 
all classes. Railroads will pay larger dividends. 
As regards the movement of money West 
to aid the farmers in holding their 
crops, it would be a question 
farmers could get much money from the 
East at present. The way prices have been farm- 
ers will doubtless sell as soon as they can, and if 
they don’t I think they make a serious mistake. 
They always presume too far in such cases. It is 
ridiculous to say that the Alliance has anything 
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ahead in of trade. We 
count on more as the great rise in wheat and the 
enormous crops surely are tho forerunners of a 
prolonged season of prosperity. It cannot be 
otherwise. In years gone by wheat has been 
down as low as 69 cents, and that it is now fluctu- 
ating between $1.06 and $1.12 shows that the far- 
mers have now got a golden opportunity. The 
great scarcity of all preducts abroad and our 


own big crop with the best prices will boom trade 


throughoꝑt the country, benefit the manufacturer, 
seller, and producer alike. A good deal of our 
capital is now going West to handle the 
crops, but it will return to us in the great influx 
of fall and winter trade. A long season of great 
prosperity is before us, and the farmers will also 
be in better condition than at any time for the 
last eleven years. 

H. N. Higinbotham of Marshall Field & Co.— 
Is there any wonderful rise in wheat? I see that 
it's gone back to $1.02 now. It looks as though 
the operators were only playing with the market. 
It will, however. settle, I suppose, somewhere be- 
tween $1.00 and $1.10, and with that rise the gen- 
eral effect on business will naturally be good. It 
must necessarily beso. I suppose that a good 
deal of money from here and the East is being 
sent West to take care of the crops, but it will 
return. Things now look favorable for a prosper- 
ous season. 

William G. Hibbard of Hibbard, Spencer, Bart- 
lett & Co.—Trade will be better, of course. The 
farmers will buy if they have money, but we ex- 
pect they will pay their debts first. The effect 
will naturally be to stimulate trade in every quar- 
ter. If money is easy goods will sell readily in 
the agricultural districts, as the farmers will pur- 
chase new material and make extensive revairs. 
As a rule they are extravagant buyers in time of 

lenty. 

. Hamilton Borden of Borden, Selleck & Co.— 
The trade generally will be improved. Along the 
lines of railroads in the grain country many new 
elevators are being erected in order to handle the 
big crops. I imagine the best results will be seen 
in Minnesota and the Dakotas. In these States 
a good demand will he had for all sorts 
of merchandise. Kansas and Nebraska will not 
be so good a field. Eastern capital is afraid of 
those States just now, and loans are being closed 
as they fall due. while little money is being put 
out. It will require all the coming year to square 
accounts in those States, and by the time the 
farmers pay their debts they will have little left 
to purchase new goods. On the whole, however, 
the outlook is excellent, and the first result will 
be good. 


GERMAN PEASANTS ARE FOR WAR, 


They Object to Russia’s Order Prohibiting 
the Exportation of Kye. 

The peasants of Germany are eager for war 
to be declared against Russia according to 
Dr. M. Hildebrand, a distinguished physician 
of Berlin, who, with his wife, is registered 
at the Grand Pacific. This feeling, he 
claims, has been aggravated by the recent 
order of the Czar prohibitmg the exportation 
of rye. This order has brought great suffer- 
ing upon the lower classes of Germans, who 
depend largely upon frye for their subsist- 
ence,

litical crisis in Germany, for when the 
people are driven by famine to des- 
peration the government will find itself 
tottering amidst a storm of indignation.

He invariably fa- 
vors the Conservatives, and Von Caprivi, the 
Chancellor, is safe in refusing to grant the pe- 
titions which have poured in upon him from 
the poor people asking for a reduction of the 
tariff on food during the time of scarcity.

Mixed rye and wheat flour was offered for 
the first time on the Produce Exchange toda 
in large quantities. The mixture is muc 
cheaper than pure rye flour. 

The recent advance in cereals was lost to- 
day on the news that the government would 
purchase wheat meal for the army and that 
immense contracts had been concluded since 
Saturday with American grat rs. 
Feverish activity prevails in the shipping of 
rye at all Russian ports. Eight thousand tons 
have left St. Petersburg in eight days. It is 
reported that further large shipments will be 
made on orders from the German Govern- 
ment. The German Reichsbank has decided 
to lend money on corn to two-thirds ins! 
of one-half of its value in order to facilitate 
purchases by small dealers. 

The Reichsanzeiger says the government is 
confident that there is sufficient wheat to take 
thé place of rye and that a reduction of duties 
will only enrich — 4 dealers without affect- 
ing the price of bread, The whole government 
ag reflects these views and declares that the 

igh prices are due to bourse speculation and 
not to scarcity, and that the Russian ukase 
would have been issued sooner than it was 
had Germany reduced the grain duties.

ADVANCES ALL OVER EUROPE, 


Activity in the Grain Markets Reported 
From Many Points. 

Parts, Aug. 17.— There was an active de- 
mand in the grain market today, especially 
for rye, which advanced 2 to 3 francs per 100 
kilogranrs.

Think Wheat Is Too High. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Aug. 17.—The excite- 
ment which has prevailed in the Eastern grain 
markets for several days past has had the 
effect of stimulating business on the local 
exchange and wheat quotations have ruled con- 
siderably higher. Local dealers, however, 
state that as far as the market 1s concerned 
here the freight rate is against any further 
advance in wheat and prices are considered 
too high now. Crops are large and fully 1,500,- 
000 tons are available for shipment. 
shippers are weil supplied at figures lower 
than speculative quotations. Wheat opened 
at 51.70 per cental this morning, closing at 
$1.71, being the highest price touched during 
the day. 

Advance of Four Cents at Baltimore. 

Bartrmorse, Md., Aug. 17.—The receipts of 
wheat today were 171,520; shipments from 
elevators, 236,598 ; stock in elevators, 1,418,758. 
The market was again active, strong, and 
higher at an advance of four cents. All offer-

Rushing Rye to Market. 

Atpany, N. Y., Aug. 17.-—[Special. |—The 
excitement in the rye markct has caused 
farmers to hurry in with their rye. Within a 
circuit of sixty miles of Albany about 1,000,000 
bushels of rye are raised annually, the greater 
part finding its way to this city. Today all 
the offeritigs were taken at 90 cents to $1 for 
sixty pounds. Commiasion merchants are of 
the opinion that the high prices will not hoid 
and that the foreign markets will take wheat 
in preference to rye, if it is cheaper. 


Russian Yield of Rye.

994,000,000 poods will be required to supply 
the wants of the peasants for sowing pur- 
poses. The deficit must be supplied by pota- 
toes and maize.

The basis of the pro- 
posed settlement is said to be the payment of 
$5,000,000 to Timothy Hopkins of San Fran- 
cisco, the disinberited adopted son of the 
late Mrs. Hopkins-Searles. He questioned the 
legality of Mrs. Searles’ disposition of her 
many millions and threatened to make & con- 
test. As Hopkins holds an official position in 
the Southern Pacific railroad company it was 
to Huntington's interest to have him obtain 
control of the Mark Hopkins stock. Hunt- 
ington foresaw this and promised to stand by 
young Hopkins, even to the court of last 
resort, in the event of bringing a contest. 

For many years the stock held by Crocker 
and Hopkins, both of whom are now dead, 
has been voted in Huntington’s favor and the 
minor stockhoiders have had but little to say 
in the company’s councils. Searles, as the 
successful heir, if he should decide to become 
aggressive toward Mr. Huntington, would 
prove a dangeruus foe, and the control of the 
road would inevitably have to be relinquished 
by the former. Thus the negotiations said to 
be pending for the settlement of the matter 
have a peculiar significance. Mr. Huntington 
was interviewed today and declared he had 
nothing to say on the subject. 

Timothy Hopkins is a young and sensible 
man, his friends in New York say, and is not 
likely to be swerved from his course by de- 
signing persons, no matter how influential 
they may be. For several months he has 
been abroad on a tour, during which he vis- 
ited several countries in the Orient. During 
his absence but little was done about the mat- 
ter in dispute, although it is known that there 
was a great deal of correspondence between 
him and Mr. Huntington. Huntington has 
been the young man’s adviser and near friend 
ever since the will was read, and it is presum- 
ably at his suggestion that the offer to accept 

,000,000 in settlement of Hopkins’ claim is 
made with the threat of contesting the will if 
the proposition is not accepted.

AN AOTUAL BOOM IN WALL STREET. 


Buying Orders from London and Encour- 
aging Financial News the (Cause. 

New York, Aug. 17.~—[Special.]}—Very like 
aboom. It was a question in the early trade 
whether stocks or grain would advance the 
faster. Grain was the winner for some time, 
but later in the day broke down, while stocks 
held up and finished at their top prices. The 
“break in grain gave new courage to the 
bulls on the Stock Exchange, for they had be- 
come nervous, fearmg that the rise in wheat 
would be carried to a point which would put 
a stop to exports. Partly because of this fear 
and partly because the pace was too fast to 
last a great many traders sold their 
stocks inthe forenoon ana stood aside to 
await a reaction. After the close this evening 
they were still predicting a set-back, but the 
ease with which the market avsorbed the 
stocks these people sold and the strength with 
which it left off, gave them little encourage- 
ment. Jay Gould’s issues were neglected in 
the hurly burly, and it isthe general im- 
pression that he is doing nothing. There were 
also indications that the people who last week 
gave the market its initial upward impetus 
were sellers rather than buyers today. 

There was no news to stimulate the specula- 
tion—nothing but continued talk about our 
own bountiful crops and Europe’s fieeds and 
a little casual discussion of Secretary Foster’s 
optimistic talk, which was published to offset 
the glooiny views sent out from the Treasury 
Department a few days ago during his ab- 
sence about the light offerings of 444 per cents 
for extension and the possible inability of the 
government to pay them off at maturity on 
the lst prox. London bought many securi-

SCARLET-FEVER IN MILWAUKEE. 


Alarming Increase of the Dread Disease 
Among Asylum Patients. 

Mitwavxesr, Wis., Aug. 17.—[Special.}—So 
alarming has become the increase of scarlet- 
fever among the patients of the Milwaukee 
County Insane Asylum that the institution 
has been thoroughly quarantined. Twenty- 
eight cases were reported there this evening, 
but thus far there have been no deaths. -The 
atflicted ones are being isolated as much as 
possible in the attempt to check the spread of 


the disease. No more patients are to be re- 


ceived at the asylum till the quarantine is 
raised, and until then they must be cared for 
by the county jail, where the accommodations 
are limited. Dr. White, the Superintendent, 
says the disease was undoubtedly brought 
into the asylum by some visitor. ee 
Health officers today made an examination

Toprxa, Kas., Aug. 17.—[ Special.] — The ir- 
regulur decisions of G. W. McKay, the Harper 
County Alliance Judge, who never studied 
law, and the socialistic declarations of Judge 
Frank Doster, who is a candidate for reélec- 
tion this year, have awakened both Democrats 
and Republicans to a realization of the fact 
that it will seriously endanger the credit of the 
State if the People’s party should gain control 
of the Judiciary.

FEVER IN THE GRAIN PITS. 

The ups and downs of yesterday's wheat 
market were unusually extensive, the range 
of. the price for December being fully il 
cents per bushel. Thesharp advance of Sat- 
urday induced a good many people outside to 
send in buying orders, and the competition of 
these was so great as to send up the price to 
6 cents above the highest figure touched last 
week, after which the market fell off quickly 
under the offerings by sellers who hada big 
profit and wanted to realize it. Some of the 
most urgent selling was for exporters who 
had bought cargoes at much lower prices and 
preferred to sell, taking the risk of being able 
to buy m later at a reduction. The news that 
this was in progress encouraged local bears to 
sell short, and the result was that the early 
rise was much more than lost. There were 
corresponding fluctuations in corn and rye, 
the latter being directly affected by the pros- 
pect of the United States being called upon 
to furfiish a large part of what would have 
been exported from Russia under ordinary 
conditions. The change of 64¢ cents in corn 
was about the same percentage as in wheat, 
In the case of each the impression was gener- 
al that the strength had been more than justi- 
fied by the facts, and for that reason the later 
feeling was a comparatively steady one. 

Of course this movement is entirely specu- 
lative. The facts of the situation were not 
altered one iota by the flurry in the pits. If 
the world be actually short of grain for the 
current fiscal year, as is confidently figured 
out by the amateur statisticians, it will want 
just as much, whatever the speculators may do, 
unless they should rush up prices so high as to 
put it out of the power of many European con- 
sumers to buy. Otherwise it makes little dif- 
ference what the longs and shorts may do in 
jerking the quotations about madly under the 
temporary pressures which cause the course 
of an excited market to be much like that of 


progress by means of a series of tacks first to 
the right and then to the left of the path that 
would be pursued by a steamer. But thougb 
as a matter of supply and demand the 
situation is not materially altered by these 
jerky movements they are to be regretted for 
another reason. On these sharp reverses it is 
usually the outside operator who loses by pur- 
chasing at or near the top of the market and 
selling not far from the bottom. As a rule he 
does not get excited enough either to buy or 
sell till the market has already shown most of 
its strength or weakness. He sends in an

“‘bulges.’’ Then the loser is apt to denounce 
the one who filled hie order as a confidence

Perhaps the history of the grain markets 
yesterday will be the means of letting a ray 
of light into the noddles of the men who have 
thought they could control it by inducing the 
farmers of the West to hold back their wheat 
and other cereals for a further rise. If so, it 
will be well. It is one thing to decide on what 
| others shall do, and a second to make them do 
it. The buying and selling of yesterday, 
which was attended by such violent fluctu- 
ations, may have been mostly in the shape of 
betting on prices, but the figures thus deter- 
mined are not far from the ones at which 
the actual property must be sold if partea 
with at the time, and if the speculators should 
get scared at the idéa of selling short there 
would be less of support to the market than 
the ones who denounce them are calculating 
on. In other words, the inactivity ofathe bear 
element might be a cause of relatively low 
prices when the holders of the actual grain got 
ready to sell. 


FREWEN’S FALLACY. 

Mr. Moreton Frewen’s statement, as re- 
ported in the New York Sun, is that in the 
event of free coinage of silver in the United 
States none of the coined silver in circulation 
in Europe or held by the governments or the 
banks there would be sold to come to this 
country. His reason is that, being valued ia 
the coinage there at the rate of 15% to 1, 
the holders could not afford to send it here to 
be sold at 16 to 1. From this he thinks the 
silver taken from American mines would be 
the only addition to the volume coined by the 
United States under the new arrangement if 
the proposed change should go into effect. 

If the gentleman were correct in his con- 
clusion~which he is not—the passage of the 
free coinage act would not materially in- 
crease the quantity of silver minted in the 
United States without a large increase in an- 
nual production. Hence it would be of no 
present benefit to the silver mine owners, 
except on the impossible hypothesis that the 
silver dollars coined for them would have an 
equal purchasing power with gold dollars. 
They cannot be so foolish as to seriously en- 
tertain that idea, however much they may 
have tried to pull the wool over the eyes of 
the people by making assertions to that effect. 
But Mr. Frewen is mistaken, except 
as to the ultimate working of the 
market after we had got down to a mono- 
metallic silver basis. Of course there would 
then be no object in effecting the conversion, 

being simply an exchanging of one set of 
silver coins for another and paying for the 
difference in the ratings of values. But so 
long as there was any gold in this country to 
be got in exchange for silver a powerful in- 
ducement would exist for getting rid of a part 
of the load now borne by France and other 
countries, which, in the language of a well- 
known scribe, “ are regularly flooded with the 
depreciated white metal. The same person 
wrote recently (in the London Financial 
Times): 

France protects Belgium with her 420 millions 
in silver money, which forms legal tender up to 
any amount, from. a depreciation of her currency, 
which otherwise would be treated as we notice it 
in Soain and Portugal. France acts also as 
Italy's bank ia accepting her depreciated silver 
money in exchange for gold, or what practically 
comes to the same thing, of bills on London or 
Berlin, bought in Paris at gold rates. What 
would France be if she got rid of the fetters which 


an inconsiderate clause of the Latin treaty has 
put on her? 


The thought of what France would do with 
the hundreds: of millions of gold that would 
then be hers to command is perhaps sufficient 
to point an effectual answer to the inconsider- 
ate statements credited to Mr. Frewen.

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A MENACE TO THE TAXPAYERS, 
One of the Democratic organs quotes one of 
the local Democratic bosses as saymg in 

reference to the county election this fall:

Their experience ought to be a warning to 
other candidates with money for the purchase 
of nominations. 

But there is more menace to the taxpayers 
in the fact that there are no less than 100 
saloonkeepers looking for nominations for 
the County Board” than that there are men 
with long purses looking for the two Drainage 
Board nominations. Cook County will have 
need next year of a board of honest, capable 
business-men. It is notorious that there is not 
rdom in the present County Building for the 
proper transaction of the county’s business. 
The Recorder’s office room is inadequate. The 
County Clerk is crowded. The office of the 
County Treasurer is entirely too small for the 
transaction of business. The Judges, the 
Sheriff, the court clerks are cramped for 
space. 

All this requires a remedy. And the only 
one that seems feasible is the addition of two 
light stories to the County Building. If we 
have an honest, capable County Board next 
year it will be able to erect those two addi- 
tional stories and to make such other improve- 
ments as may be necessary for the proper 
transaction of the county’s business without 
adding to the debt. 

But will there be such a board if the candi- 
dates are drawn ftom 100 or more saloon- 
keepers by a committee of saloonkeepers 
and others very friendly to saloonkeepers ’’? 


THE MORE PUBLICITY THE BETTER. 

The New York World says: 

As a matter of friendly counsel it may not be 
amiss to suggest to the men in charge of the prep- 
arations for the Fair that they should see that the 
news of what they are accomplishing should be 
made at least as accessible as the rumors about 
their disagreements. The latter may be sup- 
posed to be more lively reading by certain news 
collectors, but it ought to be possible to make the 
former quite as interesting. 

This is prompted by the fact that last week 
the work on four of the World's Fair build- 
ings was stopped for four or five days in order 
that the Chief of Construction might revise 
some of the plans and see whether it was 
necessary to make the foundations more solid. 
At the time the stoppage took place those in 
churge did not give a full statement of the 
reasons and thus left some room to conjecture. 
The result was that the correspondents of pa- 
pers which are unfriendly to the Fair, especial- 
ly certain New York ones, availed themselves 
of the opportunity tosend out exdggerated 
and mischievous dispatches, which afforded a 
welcome text to the New York Sun. That pa- 
per, which never has ceased insisting that 
New York did not get the Fair purely and 
simply because it is a Democratic city—al- 
though it is known that there was not a 
shadow of politics in the selection—says now: 

It is not surprising that a Republican partisan 
enterprise, which was conceived in such a mean 
and narrow spirit as this, should mark its prog- 
ress with egregious blunders and encounter all 
sorts of disasters as it goes along. 

This statement is untrue and so are many 
others made by the Sun. Possibly they would 
not have appeared had the officers of the Fair 
been a little more outspoken and stated just 
exactly why operations had been suspended 
momentarily. It might be better for them to 
take the public into their full confidence, if 
for no other reason as a pure matter of 
policy. It is perfectly well understood that 
in the carrying out of such a great enterprise 
as that which they have in hand there must be 


occasional modificatior’s of plans. New ideas 


will suggest themselves and old ideas take a 
broader scope. It will be necessary to alter 
here and discard there. That means increased 
expense, but provision is made in estimates 
for just that kind of expense. Of course 
there are enemies of the Fair who will make 
even the slightest delay or increased ex- 
penditure a theme for unfriendly comment, but 
they will be able to make nothing out of it or 
to magnify it if the officers of the Fair give 
all the facts and leave nothing for the un- 
friendly New York imagination to work on. 


COLONIZING AMERICAN COLORED MEN IN 
MEXICO, 

A colored man, 8 cigizen of the State of 
Texas, is seeking to induce the people of his 
race, or large numbers of them, to cross the 
Rio Grande and settle iti Texas. He says that 
he has secured large land grants from the 
Mexican Government, and he goes on to re- 
mark enthusiastically : 
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If the Afro-Americans were to colonize a State 


in Mexico in five years they would own it and be 
as prosperous as are the Americans. Every nation 
onearth that is great today has achieved that 
gre*tness by immigration. The negro in Mexico. 
with his American training, could accomplish 
miracles. 

The concession which we have obtained from 
the Mexican Government embraces lands in the 
States of Vera Cruz, Queretaro, San Luis Potosi, 
and Oaxaéa. In cotton the colonists will have 
the benefit of a market price almost double that 
of the United States, and a half bale per acre can 
be grown. We already have the names of 6,000 
people who are anxious to go from various South- 
ern States. In Texas there are 437,000 colored 
people, who represent $45,000,000 of taxable prop- 
erty. These people know where their future lies 
and take enthusiastically to the plan of migrating 
to a country where more justice will be accorded 
them than in the South of the United States. 

In many respects this seheme is not as dif- 
ficfilt of realization as the one for the trans. 
planting of the negroes to the Upper Congo, 
Mexico is not asfar away as Africa and it 
would be much easier toget back if things did 
not suit. And it might be less hard for the 
colonizers to get along with easy-going Span- 
ish-Indian Mexicans than with cannibal blacks 
and Arab slave-hunters. There is none of that 
personal prejudice against colored men in the 
South and Central American States which 
manifests itself in various ways in many parte 
of this country. 

So there would be no harm in trying this 
experiment, though it is unreasonable to ex- 
pect that if the Afro-Americans were to get 
hold of a State they would be as prosperuus 
in five years as the Americans.” They would 
find that while some things might be better in 
Mexico than here many would be worse. It 
‘would be interesting also to see what effect the 
drafting off of a large number of colored men 
from the South would have on the labor mar- 


ket in that section. If the result was to raise 
wages it would be a good thing for those who 


it has been rts the efforts of employment 
agents, who have made the arrangements and 
provided the money for their removal from 
‘Atlantic States like the Carolinas to Mississip- 
pi Valley States, where their labor was in 
special demand. If this enthusiastic Texan 
can raise the cash with which to take colored 
men to Mexico it is not unlikely that numbers 
can be induced to go. But without some such 
provision for them they will probably stay 
where they are. 


AN EXPLANA ae TER DROP IN WOOL. 

The men who and were responsible 
for the raw wool schedule of the McKinley 
bill have been studying its workings with 
silent consternation for the last ten months. 
The price of domestic wool, especially of the 
finer kinds from Ohio, Michigan, and Penn- 
sylvania, hes been falling and the demand 
slackening. The authors of this schedule 
have been appealed to often to explain this 
phenomenon, but they have held their peace. 
At last, however, they have made up a rather 
ingenious explanation, and they say through 
Senator Warren of Wyoming: 

There have been comments that the price of 
wool is low. No wool-grower will charge that to 
the McKinley bill, On the contrary, every honest 
wool-grower will tell you that if it had not been 
for the McKinley bill the prices of wool in this 
country would haye been very much lower than 
they now are in view of the existing conditions of 
production, and that there would have been in 
"ta very great suffering among our peo- 

ple. The McKinley wool tariff has greatly bene- 
fited American | abor, and it has saved the Ameri- 
can wool-grower some very great losses. 

The difficulty with these remarks is that 
they are a complete shifting of ground. The 
wool schedule was defended on the theory 
that it would raise prices a cent or more on the 
pound. Its passage was not insisted on on 
the ground that it would limit che fall in 
the price of wool to 2 cents a pound 
instead of 4 or more. There is not a word in 
last year’s Congressional debates to the effect 
that this schedule was a blessing for the Ohio 
farmer wool-grower because it substituted a 
small loss for a great one. Every speaker for 
the law said it would make wool worth more 
than it was at that moment. As it turns out, 
it is worth less now than it was then. 

So this explanation will not do. Had such 
a statement been made when the bill was un- 
der consideration those who made it might 
point to the present state of the wool market 
and claim they had been right. Unfortunate- 
ly they championed the measure on totally 
different grounds, and by them they must 
stand or fall. It is said that Senator Warren 
will probably take the stump among the wool- 
growers of Ohio this autumn. Should he do 
so hs ought to hit on some other explanation 
for the low price of their fleeces than the one 
he has just put forth. For the Ohioaas have 
a very distinct recollection that Judge Law- 
rence and other bright and shining lights 
promised them last summer that the wool 
schedule, which the former had drafted, 
was going to raise the price of their wool and 
increase the demand for it. Neither of these 
things has come to pass. 


Secretary Batrour’s Irish county govern-

The Spectator and the National (Scots) Ob- 
server in behalf of the Unionist Liberals dep- 
recate and denounce it. They hold with Mr. 


+ Morley that to pass the bill will be but to 


pave the way for homerule. They are sup- 
ported in this contention by distinguished 
authorities—Lord Salisbury, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, and other Tory officials. They say they 
prefer a Dublin Parliament to thirty-two or 
thirty-five Irish County Parliaments, and in 
this, too, they say that they are in agreement 
with Lord Salisbury, who in, his noted New- 
port speech in 1885 said: Local authorities 
are more exposed to the temptation of en- 
abling the majority to be unjust to the minor- 
ity when they obtain jurisdiction over a small 
area than is the case where the authority ob- 
tains its jurisdiction over a wider area. Ap- 
plied to Ireland, I cannot doubt that that is a. 
sound truth, where the condition of things is, 
as we know, different from the condition of 
things in our own country.” 

In the speech already alluded to Mr. Morley 
also recalls the fact that Mr. David Plunkett, 
by all odds the ablest of the Irish Tories, said 
in 1884, when Mr. Chamberlain was in negoti- 
ation with Mr. Parnell and Capt. O’Shea in 

ation to an Irish county government bill, 

tsucha scheme would be an irrevocable 
step towards home rule. Mr. Morley agrees 
with Mr. Plunkett now. But for Mr. Balfour 
there is reason to believe that home rule has 
few terrors. He is a. progessive Tory. He 
recognizes the logic of facts. He may fail in 
his Irish county government scheme now. 
But he will not have to live long to see the 
Irish Tories and English Whigs agree to more 
radical measures. 


Tun first purchase under the new Irish Land 
act, passed during the last session of the Brit- 
ish Parliament through the exertions of Secre- 
tary Balfour, aided by the Irish members of 
all parties and factions, has been recorded, 
and 806 tenant farmers of Armagh are in a 
fair way to become owners of their acres for- 
ever. The cable correspondent gives few 
facts as to the purchase. But these can be 
supplemented from available statistics. The 
number of holdings purchased is 806. The 
price paid is $1,109,270. The prices varied 
from $150 to $1,500 per holding. The hold- 
ings, therefore, must have been of rather mod- 
erate proportions, and the purchasers must 
as a rule have béen of the small farmer 
class. The land must de of average 
quality, as Thorn’s Almanac says that Lord 


| Lurgan’s estate contained 15,166 acres, and 


that the assessed valuation was $101,120, or 
about $6.76 per acre, which means a rental of 
about $7.50 per vere. If the whole estate was 
disposed of the tenants must have obtained 
their farms ata reasonable price, less than 
eleven years’ purchase. But it is probable 
that the seller retained in his possession a 
portion of the lands—those lying around the 
** ancestral castle. The prompt sale under 
the new act indicates that that measure will be 
eagerly utilized by the Irish tenantry.

A Subject for Investigation. 

It is intimated that when the Republican 
County committee is convened some members will 
offer resolutions denouncing Mayor Washburne 
for retaining Democrats in positions at the City 
Hall to the exclusion of Republicans.

He has not yet familiarized himself with 
the workings of all the city departments and he 
cannot know the political antecedents of the sub- 
ordinates. If facts are presented to him in proper 
form he may act on them. 

It is asserted that there are good grounds of 
complaint in some places, especially in the 
southern wards of the city. It was in 
these wards that Mr. Washburne encountered 
the strongest opposition. It was there that 
the returns were held back until Controller 
Onahan announced that Mayor Crégier had 
been elected and that Mr. Washburne had been 
defeated. The men who held back those returns 
and who would have “doctored” them further, 
if it was thought there was any necessity for it, 
are now held in place, it is said, under the Repub- 
lican city administration through sinister Demo- 
cratic influence, 

That is the charge made by the Republicans 
who managed Mr. Washburne’s campaign in those 
wards, and who were bulldozed and bullied by 
men who, they say, still hold offices whose duties 
they are incompetent to perform. Charges of 
this character will not be ignored. A Repub- 
lican administration should not keep Democratic 
or other ballot-box or registry-stuffers in office at 
the instance of Democratic ward workers, espe- 
cially when they are unfit for their positions in 
all respecte.

POWDERLY ‘SHOWS HIS HAND. 


High-Handed Methods of His Partisan 
Lieutenant—Elgin Shoe Factory Strike. 
Grand Master Powderly of the Knights of 

Labor is making a desperate effort to do 

something tor the Democratic party in IIli- 

nois through his lieutenant, E. J. Lindholm, 

Master Workman of District No. 24 of this 

city. Master Workman Lindholm is an 

apothecary. ! 

A prominent Knight of Labor said. yester- 
day: Lindholm has ousted many men from 
the order simply because they were Repub- 
licans. Some time ago he began this scheme 
of ousting Republicans from Scandinavian As- 
sembly No. 6,344. He refused to accept dues 
from them, and expelled them simply because 
they were Republicans. Then he enlisted the 
South Side -streét-car conductors and 
drivers in District No. 24, simply to 
use them to help the Demoératic 
party. An attempt was made to unite 
the South and West Side street-var men. The 
West Side men are notoriously Démocratic. 
The South Side street-car boys would not join. 
them. ‘Then Lindholm tried to get the iron 
and steel workers to join District No. 24. 
They are mostly Irish Republicans and they 
declined to join, as they had learned of his 
little game. Lindholm afterwards tried to 
break up the Central Council, Knights of 
Labor, because its President was also Presi- 
dent of a Repuhlican club, known as the 
Blue Ticket club,’ He failed in this.

MAY ALLOW THE CHINESE TO LAND. 


A Ruling Favorable to the Mongolians 
Brought Over by the Oceanic, 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Aug. 17.—The habeas 
corpus case of Lon En Bew, a Chinese passen- 
ger who arrived here last week on the steam- 
ship Oceanic, was postponed by the Circuit 
Court today for a week, The petitioner was 
refused landing on his arrival here on the 
strength of the decision of the United 
States rendered by Judge Field ta 
the effect that all Chinese returning 
to this country must have certificates 
from the Chinese Government establishing 
their identity as merchants, Collector Phelps 
today received a telegram from Acting-Secre- 
tary Nettleton of the Treasury Department, 
stating that Chinese who may have gone from 
the United States under instructions contained 
in the Department’s circular of July 3 may be 
admitted on their return to this country under 
the conditions proscri in said circular, 
providing the Collector is satisfied of the iden- 
tity of the returning Chinese, It is believed 
under this modified ruling a majority of the 
170 Chinese brought here by the Oceanic will 
be allowed to land.

Chairman Finley Finds It Gave Neo Special 
Inducements to Turners. 

Owing to complaints made by the Chicago, 
St. Paul ana Kansas City road, Chairman Fin- 
ley a few weeks ago preferred charges against 
the Chicago and Northwestern, alleging viola- 
tions of the provisions of Rule 8, with respect 
to the carriage of passengers by special trains 
in the arrangements made for the transporta- 
tion of a party of Turners from Chicago to 
Milwaukee June 19. 

It was shown in evidence that the train of 
the Northwestern which left Chicago was the 
second section of the regular passenger train 
which left at 3 P m. and that it was composed 
pretty much of Wagner sleeping-cars which 
were occupied by a number of passen- 
— aboard the train; that this train was ren- 

ered necessary by reason of the number of 
tickets sold for transportation between Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee that day, and was not run 
for the purpose of supplying special accommo- 
dations as a special inducement to secure 
this business as against competition, and that 
the use of sleepers was not offered as an in- 
ducement to secure the business as against 
competition, but was solely for the purpose of 
economical opetation of the train service.

THIS IS QUITE AN AGED WORLD. 


There Are 90,000,000 Years of Geological 
Time, Besides Other Eras. 

Assuming that the average rate of denuda- 
tion in past geological ages did not materially 
differ from what it is at present, ana that the 
total quantity of stratified rock would, if uni- 
formly spread over the whole globe, form a 
layer 1,000 feet in thickness, we have, says a 
writer in the Gentleman’s Magazine, a total 
period of 1,000, multiplied by 6,000, multi- 
plied by 4, or 24,000,000 years, This, however, 
only represents the time necessary to deposit 
the rocks which have been formed by denu- 
dation from older rocks, and these again 
from rocks of still greater antiquity. Assum- 
ing that the existing stratified rocks have thus 

three times through denudation and 
deposition, we have a period of 72,000,000 
years. 

Dr. Haughton, 8 from the ob- 
served thickness of the rocks down to the 
miocene — assuming a period of 
8616 years for each foot deposited on the 
ocean bed, finds, for the age of the stratified 
rocks, a period of 1,526,750,000 years.

The triek is done by mixing five free 
shares with five borrowed shares and then figur- 
ing that the borrower had the use of $500 for 100 
months and cooditing the loan with the profits of 
the free shares, thus using the free shares as a
